Gambling is the worst of under- 
world activities—the one which 
leeches out integrity and courage. 
It corrupts law enforcement. If 
let alone it reaches the courts be- 
cause organized gambling works 
over the jury lists. In time it 
elects, or appoints, the judges. 

Gambling is the parent of all 
other underworld forces. It brings 
with it various forms of gambling 
as well as prostitution. 

A town which does not tolerate 
organized gambling can be a rea- 
sonably clean one. It is the huge 
profit from gambling which cor- 
rupts police, deputies and the en- 
tire system of law enforcement. 
Once these men are captives of 
the underworld, then the dam 
breaks. The hoodlums, smooth, 
suave, and careful, take over.
